Wordi  of  Vt  iidom  from  a  South  Carolina 
Ex-Governor. 

Ex-Govcrnor  Adams,  of  Soutli  Carolina, 
was  lately  serenaded  in  Columbia,  S.  C.  He 
made  a  speech  which  is  thus  reported: 

He  said  that  he  prized  the  honor  just  con- 
ferred upon  him  more  highly  than  all  the 
honors  heretofore  heaped  upon  him  by  his 
constituents.     Lowndes,  who  opposed  the 
Union,  in  his  dying  moments  said  he  wanted 
no  other  epitaph  than,  "Here  lies  the  man 
who  opposed  the  Union,  because  it  was  fatal 
to  his  country."    He  (the  speaker,)  wanted 
no  prouder  inscription  than,  '■  Here  lies  one 
who  signed  the  Ordinance  of  Secession  from 
that  Union."    The  abolitionists  were  our 
best  friends.    Thank  God  for  what  they 
have  already  done,  and  for  the  inestimable 
blessings  they  were  ubout  to  confer  they  were 
entitled  to  our  wannest  gratitude.  [Laugh- 
ter.]   Their  assaults  have  been  unceasing, 
but  all  for  our  good.    They  have  organized 
themselves  into  a  great  geographical  party. 
By  so  doing,  they  have  furnished  us  with  a 
justification  for'  dissolving  our  connection 
with  them.    If,  to-morrow  morning,  they  re- 
pealed every  anti-slavery  law,  and  said  they 
would  never  whisper  the  word  "negro" 
again,  he  would  still  cut  loose  his  connec- 
tion with  them.

They  threw  the  tea  overboard,  but  they  did 
it  like  thieves,  wearing  tbe  guise  of  Indians, 
and  knowing  that  no  indictment  would  lay 
against  them     [Laughter  ]    It  was  true,  the 
Revolutionary  war  commenced  then  .  but  the 
biggest  part  of  the  Revolutionary  war  was 
fought  at  the  South,  after  Washington  took 
charge  of  the  army.    Their  courage,  like 
Bob  Acre's,  oozed  out  at  their  fingers'  end 
[Laughter  ]    In  1812,  when  the  South  had 
undertaken  to  protect  Yankee  «camen,  they 
burned  blue  lights  on  their  coast — and  in  the 
Mexican  war  they  furnished  precious  little 
blood.    He  would  not  go  into  the  history  of 
the  tariff,  and  show  how  it  swindled  the 
South  ;  but  the  pension  system  was  adopted 
thirty  or  forty  years  alter  the  Revolution 
when  it  was  supposed  that  most  of  the  old 
soldiers  were  dead,  and  New  England  imme 
diately  turned  out  more  soldier-claimants 
than  were  enrolled  in  the  whole  Revolution 
ary  Army.     [Laughter]     They  are  very 
smart,  and  can  demonstrate  that  the  higher 
the  tax  the  cheaper  the  article.    Next  they 
will  attempt  to  demonstrate  that  the  lower 
the  price  of  cotton  the  better  for  us,  because 
it  will  teach  us  economy,  which  is  one  of  the 
cardinal  virtues.    [Laughter.]    He  was  not 
going  to  discuss  secession,  for  everybody  was 
for  it,  from  Dan  to  Beersheba,  and  in  a  few 
days  it  will  be  a  fixed  fact.

millions  anxiously  waiting  the  signal  for  a 
general  deliverance.  We  have  progressed 
thus  far  with  firm  and  even  tread,  with  calm- 
ness and  deliberation,  but  with  a  constancy 
of  purpose  not  to  be  shaken  by  any  danger 
or  suffering.

Then,  and  not  till 
then,  may  we  with  safety  seek  co-operation 
and  unity  with  other  States  who  have  as- 
sumed their  sovereignty  and  are  prepared  to 
form  a  more  perfect  union  and  share  with  us 
a  common  destiny.  Even'  sentinel  should 
remain  at  his  post,  and  not  relax  a  fibre  until 
the  great  work  is  completed,  the  great  bat 
tie  fought  and  the  glorious  victory  achieved. 

The  delay  of  the  Convention  for  a  single 
week  to  pass  the  Ordinauceof  Secession,  will 
have  a  blighting  and  chilling  influence  upon 
the  action  of  the  other  Southern  States. 
The  opponents  of  the  movement  everywhere 
will  be  encouraged  to  make  another  effort  to 
rally  their  now  disorganized  and  scattered 
forces  to  defeat  our  action  and  stay  our  on- 
ward march.  Fabius  conquered  by  delay 
and  there  are  those  of  his  school,  though 
with  a  more  unworthy  purpose,  who,  shrink- 
ing from  open  and  manly  attack,  use  this 
veil  to  hide  their  deformity,  and  from  a  mask- 
ed battery  to  discharge  their  missiles.

Union  Meeting  iu  I<eiris. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Lewis 
county,  without  respect  to  party,  held  at  the 
Court  house  in  Clarksburg  on  Monday,  De- 
cember 3d,  1860,  Lindsey  B.  Rugless,  was 
called  to  the  Chair,  and  W.  M.  Teagcr  and 
John  T.  Parker  appointed  Secretaries  of  the 
meeting. 

Geo.  M.  Thomas,  Esq.,  explained  the  ob- 
ject of  the  meeting  and  then  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  to-wit: 

1.  Rtsolvcd,  That  Kentucky,  in  common  with 
her  Bister  States  of  the  South,  deplores  the  elec- 
tion of  a  President  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States  upon  a  purely  sectional  issue  by  a 
party  whose  avowed  declaration  of  principles  and 
actions  prove  their  hostility  to  the  social  organi- 
sation of  fifteen  States  of  the  Union. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Kentucky  will  stand  by  the 
Union,  insisting  on  the  faithful  execution  of  every 
provision  of  the  Constitution  by  the  North  and 
South  nntii  the  aggrossions  upon  her  Constitution- 
al rights  become  more  intolerable  than  revolution. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Free  States  in  attempt- 
ing to  nullify  the  Fugitive  Slave  Law  by  legisla- 
tive enactments  have  deliberately  violated  the 
Constitution,  and  Kentucky  will  insist  upon  a  re- 
peal of  theee  nullifying  statutes  and  a  faithful 
execution  of  the  laws. 

4.  Resolved,  That  tho  election  of  Lincoln,  in 
tat  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  is  no 
eaust  for  a  dissolution  of  the  Union. 

5.  Resolved,  That  notwithstanding  the  unto- 
ward result  of  the  late  election  we  see  no  cause  to 
despair  of  justice  within  the  Union;  especially  at 
both  Houses  of  Congress  will  be  opposed  to  the 
executive  fixed  upon  the  country  by  a  sectional 
party. 

Geo.  M.  Thomas,  Esq.,  advocated  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolutions  and  moved  their 
adoption,  and  thereupon,  said  resolutions 
were  adopted  by  the  meeting  without  a  dis- 
senting voice. 

It  was  then  resolved  that  the  papers  in 
Kentucky,  favorable  to  the  Union,  be  re- 
quested to  publish  the  proceedings  of  this 
rueetiug. 

After  a  few  appropriate  and  patriotic  re- 
marks bvthe  President,  the  meeting  then  ad- 
journed.

Wo  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Border 
States  to  the  following  suggestion: 

It  now  appears  from  the  proceedings  in  South 
Carolina,  Florida,  Mississippi,  and  partially  in 
other  Southern  States,  that  the  old  line  of  contro- 
versy, Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  has  been  chang- 
ed. This  lino  is  to  be  moved  South  so  as  to  throw 
Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Kentucky  and  Missouri,  into  an  intermediate  State 
— not  north  enough  for  the  North  and  not  South 
enough  for  the  South — thus  establishing  a  neu 
tral  territory  between  two  belligerent  sections. 
Very  well.  The  neutral  ground  has  its  grievance 
This  grievance  is  the  inefficionoies  of  the  fugi- 
tive slave  law  and  obstacles  to  prevent  its  ex- 
ecution, and  a  common  right  in  the  territories 
That  is  all.  On  the  other  hand,  South  Carolina 
demands  in  addition  to  these,  that  Charleston  be 
made  a  free  port,  and  that  the  African  slave  trade 
be  reopened,  and  that  South  Carolina  be  invested 
with  all  the  rights  and  dignities  of  a  separate 
Commonwealth  or  Kingdom  as  the  may  choose  to 
style  herself.  This  is  the  question.  If  the  North 
in  food  faith  agrees  to  redress  all  the  grievances 
of  which  tho  neutral  or  border  States  complain, 
what  impediment  is  there  in  the  way  of  union 
that  will  be  porfect,  except  that  the  free  traders 
and  African  slave  States  will  be  left  in  a  pitiful 
minority.  Think  of  this,  and  carry  the  sugges- 
tion to  its  legitimate  conclusion.  B.

dry,  cold,  wet,  or  sick,  the  women  have  ever 
been  friendly,  and  uniformly  so,  and  add  to 
this  virtue,  (so  worthy  the  appellation  of 
benevolence),  these  actions  have  been  per- 
formed in  so  free  and  kind  a  manner,  that  if 
I  was  dry  I  drank  the  sweetest  draught;  and 
hungry,  ate  the  coarsest  morsel  with  a  double 
relish." 


while  the  extraordinary  events  of  a  mighty 
revolution  are  rapidly  evolving.  1  V'e  forbear 
at  present,  mentioning  the  treme  ndous  con- 
siderations which  address  thei  twelves  to 
Kentucky,  in  view  of  the  prese  nt  extraor- 
dinary crisis:  for  they  are  so  obvious  to  every 
thinking  mind  that  it  would  be  superfluous 
to  name.  It  has  been  hinted  in  some  quar- 
ters, as  restraints  upon  the  Governor  in  view 
of  the  proposition  to  convene  the  Legislature, 
that  the  members  were  not  elected  in  view 
of  the  present  perilous  crisis  of  our  Federal 
relations,  and  cannot  therefore  be  deemed 
fair  exponents  of  the  popular  will  j  and  even 
so  trivial  a  consideration  as  the  expenses  of 
a  session  has  been  offered.  The  latter  is 
scarcely  worthy  of  contempt :  for  when  the 
interests,  honor,  rights  and  safety  of  the 
State  are  in  question,  as  they  all  unquestion- 
ably are,  what  ignoble  and  degenerate  voice 
can  be  raised  against  the  necessary  expendi- 
ture to  meet  the  crisis?  Besides,  no  expen- 
diture incurred  now,  can  be  avoided  hereaf- 
ter— it  must  be  incurred  sooner  or  later — 
and  the  sooner  we  meet  the  crisis,  the  less 
the  expenditure. 

The  objection  that  the  present  Legislature 
was  not  chosen  in  reference  to  existing  issues, 
is  one  of  the  least  possible  weight.  The  pres- 
ent members  know  the  sentiments  and  will 
of  the  people  just  as  well  as  any  new  mem- 
bers; and  would  prove  themselves  just  as 
true  and  loval  to  the  State.  Besides,  they 
were  elected  for  the  constitutional  term,  if 
not  in  view  of  the  specific  crisis  now  upon 
us,  in  view  of  any  and  every  possible  contin- 
gency that  might  ariae.  And  are  we  to  wait 
till  next  August,  while  the  Confederacy  is  go- 
ing to  wreck?  Nonsense — worse  than  non- 
sense— it  is  treacherous  folly.  And  suppose 
a  new  Legislature  chosen  in  August  in  view 
of  the  Men  aspect  of  things?  They  might, 
on  the  same  fallacious  grounds,  be  required 
to  abandon  their  functions  in  a  month ;  for 
who,  in  these  strange  times,  can  tell  what 
even  a  day  may  bring  forth?  The  present 
Legislature  has  every  power  and  everv  qual- 
ification by  knowledge  of  public  sentiment, 
by  sympathy  with  the  people,  and  by  fidel- 
ity to  the  State,  that  any  new  Legislature 
can  have ;  and  we  insist  that  the  Governor 
ought,  forthwith,  to  issue  his  call  and  con- 
vene the  Legislature  as  soon  as  maybe.  Ten 
days  or  two  weeks  would  be  ample  notice  to 
the  members;  for  they  have  doubtless  antic- 
ipated such  a  summons  and  prepared  for  it. 
Their  convenience,  however  is  not  entitled 
to  one  moment's  consideration  when  the  in- 
terest and  honor  of  Kentucky  are  concerned, 
as  they  are  in  this  period  of  sudden  and  rapid 
transition  and  revolution. — Maysville  Ex- 
press.

Have  not  the 
border  slave  States  suffered  all  the  loss 
by  means  of  Northern  aggression,  and  is 
it  not  extremely  modest  in  the  cotton 
States  to  take  up  our  quarrel  and  taunt  us 
88  submissionists  because  we  mind  our  own 
business?  Is  it  not  extremely  modest  in 
South  Carolina  to  sneer  at  the  Pilgrim  Fath- 
ers and  the  "  lea  party  "  which  inaugurated 
the  Revolution,  when  it  i.»-notoriously  true 
that  the  !s«t  refuge  of  tofyism  in  the  colo- 
nies was  in  South  Csirjinn,  and  that  the 
foot  prints  of  the  last  lory  of  the  Revolution 
were  imbedded  in  the  luarhhes  and  sand- 
hills of  that  remarkable  State  ?  And  lastly, 
is  it  not  too  bad  that  the  agricultural  inter- 
est, the  manufacturing  interest,  the  mer- 
cantile in:e.rest.=.  in  short,  that  every  in- 
dustrial pursuit  of  this  prosperous  coun- 
try should  be  paralyzed,  and  all  because 
these  South  Carolina  foolunatics  and  a  few 
kindred  spirits  in  a  few  contiguous  States 
see  fit  to  cut  their  fantastic  tricks  like  apes 
in  military  uniform  ? 

For  one,  we  have  concluded  not  to  become 
alarmed  We  had  as  soon  die  as  to  be 
scared  to  death  by  an  S.  C.  Salamander. 
Their  blue  cockades  and  rodomontades  and 
minute  brigades  and  Yancey  raids  and  feath- 
ers and  fjss  have  no  terrors  for  us.

The  Border  States. 

We  frequently  hear  the  question,  "  What 
will  Kentucky  do  in  the  event  of  the  seces- 
sion of  the  cotton  States?"  Of  course  we 
do  not  know  what  the  action  of  our  State 
would  be,  in  such  an  event,  but  we  are  deep- 
ly impressed  with  the  importance  which 
would  attach  to  her  action. 

There  can  be  but  little  doubt  that  South 
Carolina  will  secede,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  her  action  will  be  imitated  by 
one  or  two  more  of  the  cotton  Statee.  We, 
as  a  State,  cannot  prevent  this  ill  advised 
course,  nor  should  we  attempt  to  do  so.  But 
we  must  as  a  sovereign  State  be  permitted  to 
mind  our  own  business.  Let  the  States  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley  stand  firm,  discharg- 
ing their  mutual  obligations  arising  under 
the  Constitution  precisely  as  though  South 
Carolina  had  not  lost  her  senses. 

The  idea  seems  to  be  gaining  ground  that 
in  the  event  of  a  secession  by  some  of  the 
cotton  States,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
States  on  either  side  of  Mason  and  Dixon's 
line  to  take  sides  with  either  one  section  or 
the  other.  We  do  not  see  that  such  a  course 
would  become  necessary.  0:i  the  contrary, 
we  should  regard  such  a  step  as  extremely 
ill  advised,  and  one  that  would  be  followed 
by  the  most  deplorable  consequences.  Let 
these  States  stand  firm,  presenting  an  impreg- 
nable barrier  to  the  advances  of  fanaticism 
from  either  section.  The  Constitution  will 
still  be  left  to  us ;  neither  the  silly  gabble  of 
Giddings,  nor  the  insensate  ravings  of  Keitt 
can  deprive  those  States  ot  the  blessings  of 
the  Union,  whose  people  desire  to  remain  in 
it.  South  Carolina  says  that  she  will  -furcf" 
us  into  secession.  It  is  an  idle  threat,  and 
as  insolent  as  idle. 

Sundry  disunion  papers,  and  speaker*  in 
Kentucky  are  making  string  endeavors  to 
inflame  the  public  mind  and  excite  the  peo- 
ple to  a  state  of  frenzy  We  trust  that  the 
attempt  will  fail.  We  can  gain  nothing  by 
losing  our  reason  Let  us  keep  cool,  wait 
for  the  development  of  events,  and  when  the 
time  arrives  for  action  we  shall  be  prepared 
to  act  aright.  The  people  of  Kentucky 
have  the  requisite  courage  tor  a  defense  of 
their  rights  without  being  made  drunk  by 
passion  or  being  goaded  on  by  the  exagger- 
ated accounts  with  which  the  secession  pa- 
pers are  continually  filled.

Coercion  of  the  llorder  Stxtes. 

The  idea  of  employing  coert  ion,  says  the 
Baltimore  American,  for  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing South  Carolina  in  the  Union  sets  that 
whole  State  in  a  blaze  of  indignation,  and, 
were  it  ever  attempted,  would  unite  the  whole 
South  as  one  man  in  her  defense.  And  yet 
South  Carolina  is  at  this  very  moment  rely- 
ing upon  coercion,  substantially  and  practi- 
cally, to  force  the  Border  Slave  States  into 
her  project  of  secession.  They  are  to  be 
dragged,"  as  one  of  her  own  journalists 
has  expressed  it.  into  the  vortex  of  disunion 
and  civil  war.  The  compulsion  upon  which 
she  relies  is  not  the  less  compulsion  because 
it  is  not  enforced  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 
She  does  not  expect  the  border  States  to  fol- 
low her  voluntarily ;  she  is  well  aware,  and 
freely  admits  they  do  not  desire  to  leave  the 
Union,  and  yet  she,  who  must  not  be  forced 
to  remain  in  the  Union,  even  though  all  the 
rest  of  the  States  desire  it,  she,  one  solitary 
State,  insists  upon  dragging  others  out 
against  their  wishes,  against  their  entreaties, 
against  their  interests,  and  those  others  her 
best  friends,  whose  very  Jove  and  sympathies 
she  relic  upon  ao  the  nreans  of  coercion,  and 
who  muct  be  the  principal  sufferers  in  the 
event  of  civil  war.  Of  all  coercions  that  we 
ever  heard  of  this  is  the  most  arrogant,  the 
most  despotic,  the  most  unnatural,  ungrate- 
ful and  monstrous  Look  at  the  recom- 
mendations in  Governor  Gist's  Message, 
which  propose  to  shut  up,  within  their  own 
limits,  the  slave  population  of  the  border 
States,  to  dam  up  this  sable  element  of  our 
]>opulation,  with  the  prospect  of  its  over- 
whelming the  white  race  with  a  negio  del- 
uge. Did  ever  the  most  extreme  Abolition- 
ist propose  a  scheme  more  hostile  and  ruin- 
ous to  Southern  interests  than  that  which 
Governor  fiist  recommends  towards  the  bor- 
der slave  Slates  ?  What  is  coercion  by  a 
Federal  army  compared  to  that  blackest  ot 
coercions  by  which  the  Governor  of  South 
Carolina  would  force  the  border  slave  States 
to  fall  into  the  secession  line  and  follow  the 
Palmetto  flag?  South  Carolina's  whole 
hope  of  Southern  border  support  is  based  on 
that  very  idea  of  coercion  which  she  regards, 
when  applied  to  herself  by  the  GeneralGov- 
ernnient,  as  reason  enough  for  drawing  the 
sword  and  letting  slip  the  dogs  of  war. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  whole  annals  of 
the  human  race  do  not  present  such,  an  ex- 
ample of  arrogance  and  presumption  as  this 
attempt  of  South  Carolina  to  coerce  the 
border  slave  States  out  of  the  Union.  If 
she  herself  desires  to  go  out.  in  Heaven's 
name,  let  her  go  Hi  do  not  desire  to  coerce 
her  ;  we  would  not  spill  a  drop  of  her  blood 
even  for  the  sake  of  this  great  Union,  the 
only  ark  of  civil  ami  religious  liberty  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  And  yet  she  seeks  to 
"drag  us  after  her.  at  the  hazard  of  all 
that  makes  life  worth  having;  to  "drag''  us 
into  the  slaughter  house  of  civil  and  servile 
war;  to  "drag"  us  away  from  a  government, 
with  which  we  are  satisricd,  under  which  we 
enjoy  prosperity  and  peace,  sitting  every 
man  of  us  in  joy  and  content  under  our  own 
vine  and  fig  tree;  to  "drag  "  us  from  this 
government,  constructed  by  the  wisdom  and 
patriotism  of  our  venerated  forefathers  and 
cemented  by  their  heroic  blood,  and  force  us 
down  a  precipice  the  bottom  of  which  no 
mortal  eye  can  see.  Our  wishes  are  not  to 
be  regarded  ;  we  are  not  worthy  even  to  sit 
in  council  with  South  Carolina  upon  our  own 
fate;  even  Old  Virginia,  the  land  of  Wash- 
ington, the  mother  ofrConstitutional  Liberty 
in  America,  is  waved  off  majestically  by  the 
Charleston  Mercury,  when  she  approaches 
with  the  olive  branch,  and  asks  to  be  per- 
mitted to  consult  with  Carolina  upon  meas- 
ures concerning  their  common  destiny.  "  Ye 
gods !  Upon  what  meat  doth  this  our  Cwsar 
feed,  that  he  hath  grown  so  great?"  "He 
doth  bestride  the  earth  like  a  Colossus,"  and 
wc,  petty  borderers,  must  "crawl  between 
his  huge  legs,"  and  find  ourselves  dishonor- 
able graves 

What  wrongs  has  South  Carolina  sv.fl'ered 
which  the  border  slave  States  have  not  suf- 
fered in  the  proportion  of  ten  to  one.  and 
what  risks  can  she  run  in  the  LTnion  which 
we  must  not  encounter  before  she  is  in  dan- 
ger? Why  should  she  assume  the  champion- 
ship, the  leadership,  the  dictatorship  of  the 
Southern  situation?  One  would  think  that 
euch  States  as  Maryland,  Virginia.  Ken 
tucky,  and  Tennessee  are  entitled,  by  their 
institutions,  their  interats,  their  history,  their 
intelligence,  their  power,  their  patriotism 
their  moderation,  to  be  the  guides  and  coun 
sellors  of  South  Carolina  in  measures  vital 
to  their  common  welfare,  instead  of  being 
"  dragged  "  after  her,  like  brute  beasts,  des- 
titute of  the  faculties  of  reason  and  judg- 
ment, and  not  to  be  trusted  with  the  exercise 
of  their  own  volition.  We  believe  we  speak 
the  sentiments  of  multitudes  of  the  border 
communities  when  we  say  that  the  States  of 
Washington,  Carrol),  Clay,  and  Jackson  do 
not  intend  to  be  "dragged"  at  the  chariot 
wheels  of  any  section,  but,  in  all  that  con 
cerns  their  own  dignity  and  destiny,  to  lead 
the  way,  and  leave  South  Carolina  to  keep 
her  proper  place  in  the  column,  or  to  desert 
it,  or,  if  she  chooses,  to  assail  it,  just  as  may 
suit  her  sovereign  wili  and  pleasure.

Death,  in  the  present  instance,  did  bis  work 
very  speedily.  This  dear  little  girl  received  a 
severe  fall  about  1  o'clock,  and  Laving  lingered 
aboutan  hour,  in  a  state  of  total  unconsciousness, 
hsrspirit  fled  to  the  bosom  of  Him  who  said  "suf- 
fer little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid 
them  not."  We  have  rarely  known  a  more  dis- 
tressing case.  So  sudden;  so  unexpected;  and  yet 
in  this  very  bitter  cup  Ood  has  mingled  ingredients 
of  mercy.  So  far  as  she  was  concerned  her  de- 
parture was  instantaneous,  and  thus  she  escaped 
the  long  and  painful  sickuess  which  is  often  more 
dreadful  than  death  itself.  God  selected  his  own 
time,  and  his  own  method,  and  because  He  did  it 
we  know  it  is  well.  "What  I  do  thou  knowes  not 
now,  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter."  Alas  !  alas ! 
how  insecure  arc  our  choicest  pleasures  and  our 
most  v&h'cd  blessings.  Like  the  dew  upon  the 
flower,  bow  soon  it  vanishes,  and  we  see  it  no 
more.
